When I was doing research 
work for the University of North

factory at Baden owned by Mellon. 
The officials of this county told me 
that the plant was worth $05000,000. 
I found that the plant was on the 
tax books for $5,OOO,OOO, aud that 
sixty mi bion dollars worth of this 
property m s not taxed. 
I asked a 
tax official at Albemarle North Car­ 
olina. why they did not tax Mellon 
as they taxed the other people of 
the county, and he replied. “I think 
too much of my Job.” 
Just now Hoover and the lower 
house of congress are blocking aid 
to the farm ers of the 
South and 
Southwest 
Thcfy say that this suf­ 
fering is an “aet of God and no af­ 
fair of crag ess.” 
Hoover wants the
